Francis H. Sisson of the Guaran- 
' ty Trust Company, head of the larg^ 
j est trust company in America, be­ 
lieves it would not. 
“The church would be derelict in 
its duties if it did not conduct a re- 
igious revival,” said Dr. Charles 
Sumner Burch, Episcopal bishop of 
New' York. 
“It w'ould be fundamentally only 
substitution of a lesser hysteria 
!or a greater one,” said Francis H. 
Sisson of the Guaranty Trust com ­ 
pany. 
Both men agreed that bolshevism 
attacks the church just as it does 
every other sem blance of iaw’ and 
order. 
“It is essentially the state’s prob- 
em ,” said Bishop Burch, “but the 
church as a great exponent of law 
and order and of moral living and 
thinking, must join the state in the 
figlit. 
“The campaign should be one of 
education and this of itself w'ould 
iring converts to the chjirch. 
Just 
how* it should be w'aged, I am un­ 
prepared to say now. 
“All sects, Catholics, Jew s and 
Protestants, must w'ork together or 
the campaign will fail. Who should 
lead is a question. 
Possibly some 
of the 
interchurch 
organizations 
might take it up. 
“Such a campaign w'ould 
also 
work a powerful good 
for • the 
church, speaking of the church as 
the combination of all denomina­ 
tions. 
It w'ould tend to unify the 
all too many sects.” 
“The department of the interior 
and the boards of education should 
wage a campaign of education' to 
show' the fallacy of bolshevism ,” 
said Mr. Sisson. “Its fallacy is that 
it is merely a substitution of lawT- 
less autocracy for government. 
“A religious revival w'ould be of 
little avail. 
The churches are too 
far aw'ay from the teachings 
of 
Christ. 
Revivalists work through 
preaching fear or promises of re­ 
ward. 
They don’t preach the doc­ 
trine of right ft^r right’s sake. 
“There was an advancement in 
practical religion before the war 
People were coming to realize that 
one wTas, after all, his brother’s 
keeper. 
The business man’s ethics 
w ere beginning to include the Gold­ 
en Rule. 
The w'ar gave this devel­ 
opment a setback. 
“The church does have a stabiliz­ 
ing influence on people, but on the 
whole I can’t say much for it. 
As 
I read in the Bible of the life et 
Jesus and read his simple creed, ex­ 
pressed in a couple of short para­ 
graphs. I can’t help but realize how 
far our many churches, with their 
lengthy, complicated and divergent 
creeds, have wandered from His 
.cachings. 
“The best cure for bolshevism is 
a vigorous campaign of education 
by the government. 
If it can teach 
lien that this new doctrine affects 
His job. his person, destroys his 
home and the sanctity of the per 
son of his wife and daughter, it can 
convince them of the fallacy of bol­ 
shevism .”

HARVEY-EDWARDS GRIND 
LARCENY GUSE CONTINUED 


By the voting of Sedalians in the 
recent election for a new' city hall 
as a result one of the city’s oldest 
landmarks will go to the discard 
within the next few* months. 
Many 
administrations 
both 
democratic 
and republican, 
have come 
and 
gone, but contrarily the city hall 
which has housed these administra­ 
tions, will not “go on forever.” 
Some interesting facts about the 
old rn un ici n pal hall might be m en­ 
tioned in the passing as a fitting 
tribute to the old land mark. 
The hall was erected in 1874 and 
1875 at a cost of $9,400 with ail att 
dition on the wrest w'hich wTas erect 
ed in 1898 at a cost of approximate­ 
ly $8,000. 
The building which will 
be erected in its place will cost 
$ 100,000. 
A three-quarter interest in the 
half block where the building now 
stands was purchased by the city 
from General George R. Smith on 
November 26, 1867, at a cost of 
$5,000. 
The remaining quarter in­ 
terest was purchased from D. W. 
Bouldin and wife on January 20, 
1869, at a cost of $1,815. 
The original building w'as erect­ 
ed by Lowery and Beckley, local 
contractors, during the administra­ 
tion of W. W. Hill, mayor, and E. 
M. Bixby, as president of the coun­ 
cil., The annex was built by Geo. 
E. Dugan in 1898. The old building 
contained the fire department, city 
jail and other offices. 
The fire de­ 
partment at that time was located 
in the northeast corner of the build­ 
ing where Fruin & Paradis meat 
shop is now located. 
It remained 
there until 1885. 
The city hall ac 
that time was located on the banks 
of Pearl river, which ran in a north­ 
western direction through the city. 
On April 12, 1875, Mayor Hill and 
the city council passed an ordi­ 
nance containing 47 sections pro 
scribing the duties of the market, 
master and other conditions under 
which the market house should be 
operated. 
At that tim e all huck­ 
sters and vegetable w'agons were 
required to bring their wrares to 
the market house, where space w'as 
allotted them. 
The practice still 
exists in some cities. 
The city council will receive bids 
next Monday night for the sale and 
removal of the city hall and on 
March I another of Sedalia’s oldest 
and 
most historic buildings will 
pass out of existence.
